ditions have been condemned by the 
btate board ot health and -your com- 
mittee advises that it in the particu- 
lar matter of electric wiring, plumb- 
ins ali-i sewerage disposal be reme- 
died without unnecessary delay.

Stu- I 
dents in electrical designing study the 
designing and plant use of all the aux- 
iliary electrical apparatus on ship- 
board, such as lighting, raising the 
anchor and other phases of the uses

A new group in electrical propulsion 


will study the machinery of boats like 
the California just put into commls 
sion which are propelled by electrica* 
machinery. 


Commander J. O. Fisher is in charg' 


of the men at Columbia as executh 
officer of the post graduate school o 
t"he navy, to which the students ni' 
officially attached. 
The headquartei 


of this school are at Annapolis, when 
Commander Fisher has a staff of offi 
cers and instructors and a large group 
of "student officers" undergoing vari- 
ous courses of special training, includ- 
ing another group preparing to coaie 
to Columbia next year. 


Five Years' Service First. 


The naval officers, said Walter I. 


Slichter, professor of electrical engi- 
neering, will receive the degrees of 
master of science after completing a 
j ear's study at Columbia. When they 
are selected for a course of training 
as professional engineers they enter 
upon a j ear's course of preparatory 
studies at Annapolis and are then 
sent to Columbia. 
They do not 


take up this course until they ha-io 
seen about five years of service subso- 
queut to graduation from the naval 
academy. The Annapolis group now 
studjing at Columbia ha\e all seen 
war service. Their actual student pe- 
riod is the same as that required of 
students In the Columbia engineering 
schools, to whom the engineering de- 
grees are given at the end of six years, 
three of -which are devoted to pre- 
engineering work in Columbia or some 
other college. 


One of the group of naval officers at 


Columbia, Lieutenant Nagao HiguchI, 
Is a non-matriculated student taking 
graduate work in electrical engineer- 
ing. Lieut. A. Kunz of the Argentine 
navy Is taking work in electrical de- 
sign. He comes to Columbia through 
arrangements made between the Uni- 
ted States and Argentine go\ernments 


At Columbia It was said that action 


o£ the disarmament conference wai 
not expected to alter the navy's plans 
for graduate Instruction of officers.

BIG PROBLEM FOR SCIENCE 


Sueceoefuf Tranimietlon of Current of 


Electricity of 1,000,000 Volte Pre- 
eent* Wonderful Poeelbllltlee—-Cur- 
rent 
May 
Be Carried Long Die- 


taneee—Proper Intulation of Wire* 
Principal Difficulty Remaining to Re 
Overcome. 


Some time In the near future, when 


we see a theatrical spectacle wherein 
the hero and the heroine are caught 
in a violent electrical storm on the 
high seas and their craft Is In danger 
of being wrecked, we will be surprised 
at the realistic flashes of lightning 
that will dart across the stage sky. 
It will be real lightning, such as you 
see In a thunderstorm after a hot sum- 
mer's day, according to a New York 
Sun writer. 


Recently experiments on the genera- 


tion and transmission of a current of 
electricity of 1,000,000 volts were 
crowned with success. The discharge 
of this current through the air be- 
tween needle points six feet apart 
gave a good Imitation of the real 
lightning, although the voltage In a 
lightning discharge has been estimated 
to be fifty times greater, or 50,000,000 
volts, according to the eminent elec- 
trical engineer, Dr. Charles P. Stein- 
metz. 


The practical valne of these experi- 


ments does not appear at first glance, 
perhaps, but It Is not limited to Imita- 
tion lightning on the stage. Electri- 
city Is a strange thing to most of us. 
It Js not a substance, like water or 
coal, but a form of energy. Even the 
great scientists and electrical expert! 
save a great deal of difficulty In ex- 
plaining what electricity is; all they 
can tell you Is what It does and how 
it behave* under different conditions. 
' 
How Current le Produced. 


Electricity is energy. When water 


(alls from a height, by the time It 
reaches the bottom It has gained pow- 
er to do certain things. 
If it Is 


caught in buckets and these buckets 
are fastened to a wheel then tha 
force of the falling water will male* 
that wheel turn, producing power. 
This power may be sufficient for the 
plant at that place. • Transplanting the 
power to distant places la another 
problem. 


This 18 done by the nse of the 


electric current. If we connect the 
water wheel to a generator or dynamo 
then the turning of the armature, 
which Is the rotating port of the gen- 
erator, will produce a current. That 
Is really all that Is known about the 
subject as far as the basic cauiei 
are concerned. 


The current Is transported 
from 


place to place through wires. The 
flow of the current through these 
wires Is very ranch like the flow of 
water through pipes. The pressure 
behind the water causing It to flow 
along the pipe corresponds to the 
•voltage In the current. The voltage 
la what makes the current flow through 
the wire between two points and the 
current will flow only when one of 
these points has a lower voltage than 
the other. To send the current a cer- 
tain distance a certain voltage must 
be used. 


Higher Voltage Inereaiee Power. 
In the pipe there Is a resistance to 


the flow of water. This resistance Is 
furnished by the walls of the pipe. 
In the same way tberejs a resistance 
to the flow of the current through tho 
wires. The voltage must always he 
strong enough to overcome this re- 
sistance or else the current will not 
flow. If the pressure behind the water 
In the pipe Is not strong enough to 
overcome the resistance of the pipe 
walls, then when we turn the faucet 
no water will flow. When we turn 
the switch no current will flow under 
the same condition. 


AVhen Edison first operated Ms elec- 


tric service lines In New York city he 
used 110 volts and then 220 volts to 
send the current over comparatively 
short distances. At the present time 
on certain long-distance lines In south- 
ern California the voltage behind the 
current is 220,000 volts. 


The new discoveries which hnve led 


to the Interesting novelty of man-made 
lightning have n far greater signifi- 
cance In this connection. If it Is pos- 
sible to perfect means of properly 
Insulating the wires which will carry 
1.000.000 volts, then the electricity 
that Is generated at Niagara Falls 


i nnd the St. Lawrence river can be con- 


veyed possibly to the Rockies or to 
Florida nnd used there to torn the 
wheels of industry.
